THE FIGHT FOR THE VOTE 


An Interesting Account of a Sufira- 
gist Meeting From the Stand- 
pont of a Militart 


The following is an accuunt of a 
suffragist meeting aeld in London 
written by an ardent suffragist from 
the point of view of the militants 
The writer is a highly educated young 
lady still in her twenties. She is a 
Doctor of Laws, and very ealthy in 
her own right. Wisiting Canada this 
ast Summer she made the complaint 
that the reports of the doings of the 
militant suffragists were not correctly 
reported in the Eng.ish press and fur 
ther that the reports sent to Canada 
lid not give a true picture of the sit 
uation in England. She volunteered 
the following account of the meeting 
with which the militants’ fall cam- 
paign was re-opened in England. It 
is given as presenting the militant 
Sufiragist view: 

Yesterday, the 6th of October, saw 
the re-openin, of the meetings of the 
W wen's Social eud Political Union 
The debate was to take place at 3.15 
But long before that hour the hall wage 
packed with men and women.

would be there. 

Punctually at 3.10 Mrs. Dacre Fox 
and Mrs. ‘General’ Drummond came 
upon the gtage, receiving wild cheers 
from the vast audience. A wonderful 
ovation greeted the elusive Miss Ken- 
ny as she came forward from behind 
a banner. 

She is a tiny, slender slip of a crea- 
ture, and no one looking at the child- 
ish figure could believe, if they did not 
know, that she i8 a magnilicent tighte: 
the freedom of women and tha 
she has done five or six hunger strikes 

Mrs. Dacre Fox, a8 chairman, spoke 
a few words Then Mrs. ‘General’ 
Drummond addressed che meeting. It 
was her irst meeting for many 
months, as she has been -n « nursing 
home undergoing two serious opera- 
tions. Standing with the aid of a 
stick, she told us how the Government 
might break the bodies o. the women, 
but it could not break thei: spirit in 
their fight for political justice.

A Fair Canadian Medico Explains 
Why They Succeed. 

There are nine medical freshettes 
this autumn, and this is the largest 
“mind-the-paint” class since the wo- 
men began to migrate from their 
own ‘Medical Building,” some ten 
years ago, to see if the men were 
getting anything better than they in 
the way of training. 

There are at present over twenty- 
five women practicing medicine in 
Toronto, and after interviewing 
thoughtfully and pondering 
much, an impression is gained, which 
appears not unreasonable, that in 
entering medicine, women are not 
usurping the natural field of men, 
but regaining possession of a field 
for which they have been endowed 
by nature and which has been wrest- 
ed from them by strange processes 
of civilization. 

Almost everyone knows that the 
first woman in Canada to brave 
Mother Grundy and the loud voiced 
Mr. Grundy, who is always more or 
less paralyzed when a woman does 
something she has never done be- 
fore, was Dr. Emily Howard Stowe, 
who graduated in New York in 1867 
and came to Toronto to practice. 
The mental attitude at that time is 
represented by the story of Mary 
Ann at the dispensary when the doc- 
toress informed her that her illness 
was serious and she had better go 
home to bed. Mary Ann trembled 
and asked breathlessly, “Well then 
hadn't I better get a real doctor?”

Some Absurd Folk Etymologies and @ow the Saskatchewan Legislator Hit 


Speculative Origins, 

A recent article on the origin of 
the word “Canada” is as follows: 

An article in a London publication 
says that the name “Canada” came 
from the exclamation of some dis- 
appointed Spanish gold hunters who 
looked up a gulch, saw no gold and 
exclaimed, “‘Aca nada!” Hence the 
name “Canada,” meaning “nothing 
here.” 

In Gannett’s “Origin of Certain 
Place Names,” published by the 
United States Geological Survey as 
Bulletin 258, it is recorded that “Sir 
Jobn Barlow says the Portuguese, 
who first ascended the St. Lawrence, 
believing it to be a passage to the 
Indian Sea, expressed their disap- 
pointment by saying ‘Canada,’ 
‘Nothing here.’ As a matter of 
fact ‘‘aca” means in both Portuguese 
and Spanish “hither,” motion to- 
ward, Rest in a place is expressed 
by “aqui” in both languages and it 
is impossible for any one conversant 
with either language to say “hither 


nothing’ when they mean “here 
nothing.’ He would say ‘Aqui 
nada.” 


In the same Gannett book ‘Can- 
ada” is further defined: 

Father Hennepin says the Span- 
fards were the original discoverers 
of the country, but upon landing 
they were disappointed in the gener- 
al appearance of the country and 
expressed their feelings by saying 
“T] Capa di Nada,” “Cape Nothing.” 

It does seem amazing that such 
puerile explanations should be made 


and accepted unchallenged. “Il” 
and “di’ are neither Spanish nor 
Porrtuguese. Both are Italian, and 


the first is the masculine definite 
article ‘‘the,’’ in this case improperly 
used with a feminine noun, “Di” 
is Italian for “of.” “Capa” is not 
Italian, but Spanish and Portuguese, 
and means ‘‘cape’’; but itis the kind 
of a cape that a woman or a bull 
fighter puts around his shoulders 
and not the kind of a cape that juts 
out into the water. “Nada” is both 
Portuguese and Spanish and means 
“nothing.”” 

If “Canada” were spelled phoneti- 
cally it would be “Canyada,”” with 
the accent on the second syliable. It 
is a common Spanish word and 
means a ravine or gulch. If it is 
very deep or long or has very abrunt 
sides it is called a “canyon,” with 
the accent on the last syllable. The 
name was probably given by Span- 
ish explorers who called the country 
“Las Canyadas,” or the valleys, on 
account of its broken or undulating 
surface: and the name has survived 


in the singular number “Canada.” |

was that proclaimed by the people of 
Halifax in 1763 for the conclusion of

Britain. Throughout the colonies of 
British North America days of

casions and not as an annual ob- 
servance, The first Thanksgiving 
Day in Lower Canada was proclaimed 
on the 22nd of December, 1798, and 
observed on the 10th of January, 
1799, “In signal victory over our en- 
emy and for the manifold and ines- 
timable blessings which our King- 
doms and Provinces have received 
and daily continue to receive.” The 
first proclamation of a day of 
Thanksgiving in Upper Canada ap- 
pears to be dated the 17th of My, 
1816, and was observed on the 18th 
of June, 1816, for the end of the war 
between Great Britain and France, 
Afver Confederation the first pro- 
clamation was issue@ on the Ist of 
March, 1872, for the restoration of

The first of the annual Thanksgiv- 
ing Days, whic are now observed, 
was proclaimed on the 9th of October, 
1879, and observed on the 6th of 
November, 1879. Since that time 
proclamations have been issued every 
year,

Grain and Potatoes 


FROM THE DOMINION EX. 
PERIMENTAL FARMS 
IQI3-1914 

By instruction of Hon, Minister 
of Agriculture a distribution of su- 
perior sorts of grain and potatoes 
will be made during the coming 
winter and spring to Canadian 
farmers. The samples for general 
distribution will consist of spring 
wheat (5 lbs,), white oats (4 Ibs.), 
barley (5 Ibs.), aad field peas (5 lbs). 
These will be sent out from Ottawa, 
A distribution of potatoes (in 3 lb. 
samples) will be carried on from 
several of the experimental farms, 
the Central Farm at Ottawa supply- 
ing only the provinces of Ontatio 
and Quebec, All samples will be 
sent free, by mail. 

Applicants must give particulars 
in regard to the soil on the farms, 
and some of their experience with 
such kinds of grain (or potatoes) as 
they have grown, so that a promis- 
ing sort for their conditions may 
be selected, 

Each application mustbe separate 
and must be signed by the appli- 
cant. Only one sample of grain 
and one of potatoes can be sent 
to each farm. Application on any 
kind of printed form cannot be ac- 
cepted, If two or more samples 
are asked for in the same letter only 
one will be sent. 

As the supply of seed is limited, 
farmers are advised to apply early; 
but the applications will not necces- 
sarily be filled in the exact order in 
which they are received. Prefer- 
ence will always be given to the 
most thoughtful and explicit re- 
quests. Applications received after 
the end of January will probably be 
too late. 

All applications for grain (and 
applications from the provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec for potatoes) 
should be addressed to the Domin- 
ion Cerealist, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. Such applications 
require no postage. If otherwise 
addressed delay and disappointment 
may occur. 

Application, for potatoes, from 
farmers in any other province 
should be addressed (postage pre- 
paid) to the Superintendent of the 
nearest Branch Experimental Farm 
in that province.

RESTING A RAZOR. 
Why Letting It Lie Idle For Avnilu 
Improves the Blade. 

It is well known thet our metals are 
conductors of electricity. Steel is an 
excellent conductor, and when this 
metal is fashioned into tools with sharp 
adges the electric current that ts con- 
tinually passing through the metal will 
leave the body at the sharp point or 
edge. 

Barbers tell us the razor get tired 
and is improved after a rest This is 
true in a scientific sense. It is not 
exactly a rest that the razor needs, 
although the term will express it pret- 
ty well. 

It seems that any razor, after con- 
stant use on the buman face, will be- 
come not exactly dull, for the barber 
can sharpen it, but rather sluggish 
and refuse to work as smoothly as 
when it has lain for a few weeks with- 
out work, 

Constant use and continued sharpen- 
ing put the molecules into a sluggish 
condition, and it is impossible to get 
the same edge as when the steel has 
not been used for some time. 

When the razor lies idle and the 
electric current Is passing off at the 
edge the particles are being toned and 
tempered, and the edge actually be- 
comes more smooth and really sharper 
and more fit to remove the beard.

It is the same 
if the razor !s inclosed in a glass case, 
for the insulation prevents the electric 
current from passing through the met- 
al.—Harper’s Weekly.
